There are two characters in Irish bis- 
tory who are the very antipodes of 
each other. The one its, St. Patrick, 
whose memory Is revered and beloved 
by Irishmen; the other Dermot, who is 
looked upon with hatred and contempt. 

Dermot was one of the carly kings 
of those sections into which the Emer- 
ald isle was formerly cut up. The 
prayer of the Turks, “Allah. prevent 
the uniting of the Balkans!” might 
have been spoken by the English of 
that faraway period with reference to 
the Irish, There was constant warfare 
between these Irish sovereigns, and 
finally Dermot, when bard pressed by 
his enemy, invited the English to come 
across tbe channel and help him, 

The English, once having obtained a 
foothold iu Ireland, did not stop till 
they had dominated the island.

During the reign of Charlies I. of 
England one of these kings or rulers of 
what bave since become counties of 
Ireland was beheaded by order of the 
English king.

on coming to manlood. But little Tom- 


ny O'Donohue grew up among the 
strifes with his hereditary enemies, 


and when he came of age he came also . 


to the leadership of his people, who 
were oppressed by those enemies. He 
was bound not only by the oath of his 
childhood, but by the indignities and 
exactions heaped upon bis subjects, to 
make an effort to get rid of the hated 
stranger whom Dermot fofsted upon 
Treland 

Before be was ready to strike a blow | 
he weoed and won the daughter of a 
neighboring sovereign, the O'Grady, 
Kathleen O'Grady worshiped her young 
husband and sympathized with him in 
bis resolution to rid the country of 
their oppressors. But it was hard for 
her to consent that he should enter 
upon so dangerous a struggle, Every 
year the conquerors were obtaining a 
stronger foothold both “conquest 
und settlement.

Vor a time they 
were successful, and O'Donohve's heart 
was beating with high hope when sud- | 
denly iis colleague treacherously left 
him in the lurch by making peace with 
the enemy, ‘This enabled the English 
to turn all their forces against the 
O'Donohue, and they administered to | 
him a crushing defeat. 

The flight, the wanderings, the bid- | 
ings, the constant escapes of the young 
patriot, form one of the most romantie | 
episodes of Irish history. For a long 
while he succeeded in concealing him- 
self from bis pursuers, but at last was 
captured In a starving condition, Then 
followed his trial for treason against 
a power (hat bad no right whatever tn 
Ireland, his conviction, and he was sen- 
tenced to the same fate bis father had 
met—to be behended.

and her. But out of her despair came 


a wonderful concentration of will pow- | 


er that developed in cunning. While 
there was life there was hope.

ged that she might be permitted to 
spend a short time with the condemned 
man that night, the last that he would 
spend on earth. The conqueror could 
not withstand the pleadings, the tears, 
of a young and beautiful bride who 
was about to be forever parted from 
her bridegroom. He gave un order 
that her request be granted. 

After darkness had fallen -Kathleen, 
with her sister, was carried ina “chair” 
to the prison, and both were admitted 
to the prisoner's cell. They remained 
with bim half an hour, when they 
emerged, the young wife leaning upon 
and almost carried by her sister. Kath- 
teen seemed broken with grief.

KITCHEN UTENSILS.

Earthenware Growing In Favor For 
Cooking Purposes. 

_ A thorough overhauling of the kitchen 
utensils should be made once a year at 
least, and those which are beyond re- 
‘demption discarded and any which re- 
quire attention seen to at once, Clean- 
liness {is the first rule in a kiteben, but 
it is one that is too apt to be disre- 
garded, Vor this reason, unless one 
is very sure that the “battery” is go- 
ing to be well looked after, one should 
hesitate before procuring many copper 
pans, althongh with proper treatment 
they are most satisfactory on account 
of their durability. 

Then, too, utensils of aluminium are 
to be recommended by reason of their 
lightness, while seamless steel is prac- 
tically everlasting. [Enameled pans, if 
they are favored, must be of the very 
best quality; otherwise they stain very 
easily and have a trick of getting 
erncked when they have been used 
very little. Copper, aluminium and 
seamless steel are all rather expensive 
at first, but their durability and their 
other desirable qualities make them the 
most economical utensils in the end. 

A sign of the times is the growing 
favor offered to the earthenware fre 
proof utensils of all kinds, and the 
more they are used the better, Being 
glazed, they are easily kept clean, and 
with ordinary care they last very well, 
thongh it is not impossible to break 
them, it should be borne in mind, When 
new they should be filled with water 
and placed on a slow fire, gradually in- 
crensing the hent. Then, too, they 
should never be left on the fire or in 
the oven empty. They should be given 
something to do to keep them out of 
mischief.

ferns. Small laurels in pots look well 
nnd last well.

Blue 
tiles or green tiles look well in flower 
boxes. 

Picture frames are often allowed to 
hang on the walls in a disgraceful con- 
dition—especially white painted frames, 
and those can so easily be freshened 
up with a cout of enamel paint, which 
should not be stinted when required. 

Then, again, the material of uphol- 
stered furniture is sometimes as much 
soiled us the picture frames, and its un-

Livingstoniana In Canada. 

At this time, when the centenary of 
Livingstone’s birth has just been cele- 
brated in Canada as well as in other 
Christian countries, it is interesting 


to note that relatives of the famous | 


explorer have been for many yeara, 
residents of Canada. As long ago as 
1840, in fact shortly after Dr. Living- 
stone left for Africa, his eldest bro- 
ther, John, came to Canada, living 
practically the balance of his life until 
his death, ten years ago, in Listowel, 
Ont. He is survived by Mr, Neil 
Mackemie Livingstone of Weston, 
Ont.; by Charles Livingstone of Seat- 
tle; Dr. Henry Livingstone of Cali- 
fornia, and John Livingstone and 
Mrs. W. J. Scott. of Listowel. Neil 
Mackenzie Livingstone; his son, Dr. 
Hereward Livingstone, and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Barber, are in possession of 
a number of interesting mementoes of 
the famous explorer, including the 
daguerreotype from which the accom- 
panying portrait was made, and the 
explorer’s copy of ‘Robinson Crusoe,” 
a significant volume indeed to come 
into the possession of a youth with a 
subsequent record as a traveler such 
as he earned. The volume was print- 
ed in 1808 and the inscription on the 
fly leaf is as follows: 

“To David Livingstone this prize 
book was adjudged as a testimony of 
diligence and success as a scholar by 
his teacher, Alexander MacNeil, and 
given by H. Monteith & Co.”

“It is a wholesome and exceedingly 
expressive phrase for a rather compll- 
cated mental attitude,” said an instruc- 
tor at the University of Chicago who 
preferred not to have his name used.

Painless Slaughter. 

The Zoophilist, organ of the Na-

The instrument, according to the de- 
scription, “when the air is pumped into 
it acquires a pressure of 100 pounds to 
the square inch and releases a bolt 
which is driven into the animal's head, 
and at once life is extinct.” The coun- 
cil of justice to animals, under whose 
auspices the painless method was dem- 
onstrated at the Islington abattoirs, 
pronounced the method “safe as it is 
humane,”

CROCHET INITIALS. 
Something Quite New In Handkerchief 
Lettering. 

A @ainty way to mark handkerchiefs 
ia to crochet very fine medallions of 
lace with letters in the center, Two 
corners of handkerchiefs are here tl- 
lustrated with the letters “I” and “P" 
as inlets of transparent lace. 

No. 26 thread is used, with a crochet 
hook No. 5. 

First Row.—Work 39 chain, 3 treble 
in the ninth stitch from the needle, 
taking up two threads throughout the 
work, then 2 chain, miss two stitches, 
1 treble to end of row, making eleven 
squares in every row. 

Second Row.—Turn 
chain, 1 treble on the

chain, 1 treble on a treble to end of 
row, the last treble being -in the third 
chain of the turn. 

Third Row.—Work 4 squares, repeat 
2 treble under two chain and 1 treble 
on a treble three times, 4 squares. 

Fourth Row.— Work 4 squares, 2 
chain, miss two treble, 4 treble on four 
treble, 5 squares. 

Fifth Row.—Work 5 squares, 4 treble 
on four treble, 5 squares. 

Sixth Row.—As fifth row. 

Seventh Row.—As fifth row. 

Eighth Row.— Work 2 squares, 2 
treble under two chain, 1 treble on a 
treble, 1 square, 2 chain, 4 treble, a) 
squares, 2 treble under two chain, 1 
treble, 2 squares. 

Ninth Row.—Work 1 square, 2 chain, 
4 treble on four treble, 2 treble under, 
1 treble on, 2 treble under, 4 treble on 
four treble, 2 treble under, 1 treble on, 
2 treble under, 4 treble on four treble. 
2 squares. 

Tenth and Eleventh Rows. — Plain, 
with 11 squares in each. 

‘These eleven rows complete the iet- 
ter, 

Do not turn, but proceed to work the 
border on all four sides, beginning on 
the left side of the letter. 

The Border.—Put the ball of cotton 
through the stitch on the needle and 
draw it up tight. Bring the cotton 
through the next square to the corner 
and work 1 chain, * 3 double in this 
second square from the corner, 3 chain, 
join back to first double, 5 double in 
this small loop, 3 double in the next 
square; repeat from * to the first cor- 
ner. Fill the corner loop with 6 dou- 
ble, then continue the border as in 
the illustration. 

When the medallion is finished tack 
it crossways in the corner of a hand- 
kerchief and sew it with fine cotton 
along the edge of the border, bringing 
the needle undef the chain of the bor- 
der to the front, then placing it under 
the next chain and bringing it out on 
the under side of the handkerchief. 


Thus the medallion will be firmly sew- | 


ed to the linen of the handkerchief. 

When this is finished cut a square of 
the linen from under the lace, leaving 
about one-eighth of an inch from the 
sewing on line. Overcast this one 
eighth inch very neatly, and the initial 
is complete, 

The Letter “P.”—Work 36 chatn for 
the foundation line, then proceed as in 
the directions for letter ‘“I,” making 10 
squares in each row and copying the 
number of squares and trebles from 
the illustration. 


The Mannish Shirts. 

The simpler blouses to complete the 
ratine and linen suit are built on the 
lines of the mannish shirt. The ma- 
jority are either plaited or tucked. A 
neat design calls for clusters of pin 
tucks edged with valenciennes lace on 
either side of the front plait. Another 
dressier model has -two broad tucks 
edged with valenciennes lace on either 
side of this front plait. The soft turn. 
over collar and folded back cuffs edged 
with the lace carry out the color 
scheme suggested in the colored rims 
of the white buttons. The inevitable 
silk tie continues the color harmony 
and finishes a very dainty yet simple 
blouse. 


Household Matters, 

If you have a jabot which is trouble 
some to iron baste the plaits in before 
it is washed, then iron and remove the 
threads. Use fine thread. 

Towels should not be put in the guest 
room when they are brand new. Use 
them until they have been laundered 
several times and lose their stiffness. 

To wind a curtain remove it from the 
brackets, roll it up by hand and then 
put it into the brackets and pull it out 
full length. Repeac if necessary. 


To Unscrew a Glass Jar. 

It is often very difficult to unscrew a 
tin cover from a glass jar. A very sim. 
ple and satisfactory way to get it off Is 
to take a knife handle and tap the top 
of the cover al! around the edge. This 
widens the thread of the screw of the 
cover and enables one to turn the cover 
wery easily,

“I 
am going to earn my living as a 
chauffeur,” this young hero of ro 
mance said; “‘and I know that I shall 
be happier sharing a poor home with 
the woman love than if I were 
Duke of Rohnstock with £100,000 a 
year but without her.”

BRIDGING DEATH VALLEY. 


Civilization’ Efforts to Subdue That 


/ Defiant’ Region. 


Of al] earth's waste places the desert 
fs the most impressive and the most 
abhorrent. It was almost impossible 
at times to secure laborers on the San 
Pedro railway route that skirts Death 
valley through southern Nevada and 
California, The loneliness struck a 
chill into the hearts of diggers and 
track layers. 

For many years Death valley bas 
made good its name and taken ghastly 
toll of those who ventured on its track- 
less stretches, Arid, its only vegeta- 
tion the gnarled and twisted cactus, it 
covers many thousands of square miles 
of absolute waste, But civilization is 
breaking in upon this defiant region. 
Irrigation is reforming it, Railways 
are sundering its insular unity. . Wag- 
on roads, too, are penetrating it here 
and there. Daring prospectors are 
threading it with narrow trails, and 
now the automobile drivers propose to 
run a highway through the arid dust 
from marge to marge. 

Recently representatives of the An- 
tomobile Club of Southern California 
started from Los Angeles to begin the 
work of mapping and placing signs 
across 1,500 miles of desert road in 
Death valley and the surrounding ter- 
ritory. In addition to the task of map- 
ping the roads, the water holes will be 
charted, and the heavy steel signs are 
to give road directions and the location 
of water supplies, Seven routes in all 
are to be charted, which means the 
covering of 1,500 miles of desert sign 
posting through the most arid region of 
America. 

It means, too, that the last uncharted 
and uncultivated section of our nation 
is to be reclaimed and made accessible.

A HELP TO VESSELS AT SEA. 


Wireless Signals Keep Mariners In 
Teuch With Greenwich Time. 

On New Year's eve the naval wire- 

! less telegraph station at Arlington, Va., 

sent out at midnight, as from the sev- 

| enty-fifth meridian, a time signal pow- 

erful enough, it was hoped, to reach 

every vessel in the north Atlantic that 

| was equipped with wireless apparatus, 

as well as every vessel in the Carib- 
' bean sea. 

In October last, at a conference held 
in Paris, representatives of fourteen 
European powers and of the United 
States and Brazil decided that sta- 
| tions should be established in various 

parts of the world from which day and 
night time signals could be sent. The 
situations of nine stations have al- 
ready been determined, and at least 
two of those chosen for Europe—the 
Hiffel tower in Paris, and a station at 
Norddeich, in Germany—are now send- 
ing signals every morning and every 
evening. 

The advantages of thus making use 
of the wonderful science of radiote- 
legrapby can hardly be overstated. 
| The sysiem will be of the greatest 
| service to shipmasters, for the safety 
of a vessel at sea is dependent tn large 
measure upon the accuracy of its chro- 
| nometers. No timepiece is or ever can 
be absolutely accurate, The most that 
| we can hope for is that those which 
are carried at sea shall be as accurate 
| as possible, and that the rate of their 
variation shall be known. But if we 
can give each vessel,the exact Green- 
| wich time every day we sball eliminate 

all the uncertainty that is now due to 

defects in the chronometer.—Youth's

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UNCLAIMED MILLIONS, 


Fortunes Dormant In Britain's Banks 
Which Depositors Have Forgotien. 


Twenty million dollars lie unclaim- 
ed in the barks of Great Britain, 
This statement is made on the basis 
of ths amount of unclaimed money 
in the coffers of the Bank of England 
alone. That institution @ few years 
ago had more than 11,000 dormant 
accoints, 49 of which exceeded $50,- 
000 apiece, while one was written in 
six figures. 

The banks, of course, are glad to 
be the depositories of the money, 
since they claim ownership after 
keeping the accounts open seven 
years. It is incomprehensible to some 
how so great a number of accounts 
are allowed to become dormant by 
their rightful owners. There are sev- 
eral explanations. A man in business 
may, for some private reasons open 
an account in another bank. He 
dies; his executors know nothing 
about the extra account; he has left 
no memorandum of it and it goes un- 
claimed. A depositor may die abroad 
or disappear, leaving no clue as to his 
whereabouts. A man may even for- 
get that he ever had such an account 
Incomprehensible as this may seem, 
it has frequentiy occurred. In almost 
every instance carelessness in money 
matters accounts for these unclaimed 
fortunes, .- 

Despite the well-known 
unclaimed deposits are yearly in- 
creasing. To put one’s money in a 
bank and go away and forget it is but 
one degree less careless than to hide 
it in an old teapot or sugar bowl or 
beneath the rafters or bury it in the 
cellar. The only advantage to the 

ublic in having the funds in a 

ank is that the money is invested in 
some useful project and the public 
thus realizes a degree of utility from 
it, which it would not derive were the 
money buried. As far as the rightful 
owner of the gold, however, it might 
as well be lost; he gets no good 
from it.
